A luminaire assembly includes a ballast housing, a wiring box mounted 
on an upper end of the ballast housing, and an optical assembly mounted on a 
lower end of the ballast housing. The ballast h o usi n g p r efe r ably includes a pa i r of 
i de n tical ly c o nfigured b a l las t ho us i n g members thai a i e i n te gr ally f o r m e d fr o m she e t 
m eta l a nd f ol ded by hand piio i lu final assembly o f the b allast h ousing. The wiring 
box includes bent tabs that pivotally support the ballast housing between operative 
and inoperative positions to simplify installation of the luminaire assembly at a site. 
A hook and rotatable connector are provided to support the wiring box from a 
luminaire support member. An optional spacer box is provided to space the ballast 
housing from the wiring box as may be required in certain high wattage 
applications. The optical assembly is su pp orted b el o w t h e ba ll ast homing by a pah 
o f supp or t ar m s that dep en d from the ba l las t h o usi ng and rel e asably engag e with 
the opt ical asse mbl y. An opt i unal l e n s is mo unted to a l o w e r end o f t he o pt i c a l 
assem b ly that automatical l y pivots r e l ative to t h e optica l assembly up o n a m anua l 
p u l lin g f or ce appli e d t o t he l e ns.
